Claims 1-4 and 7-10 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent number 5,655,673 to Weterrings et al. Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection. 

Weterrings et al. does not disclose a bottle retainer having a plurality of generally 
horizontal rigid anns that form unobstructed openings that are adapted to. slidably receive the 
bottle, while engaging the cover to support the bottle within the opening, as presently claimed by 
the applicant. In contrast, Weterrings et al. discloses a rack with a plurality of clips to hold 

Fig 4) that have projections on the inner surface of the arms (Col. 2, line 3, see also Fig 4). The 
Jdnctsenn-cyUndrical holder formedby the curvature of t he clip arms (Col. 2, line 65 ^ ^ 
Fi* 4) inherently prevents bottles or jars from being slidably inserted or removed from the clips.
